The next step 
is to raise and twist first one 
shoulder and then the other with 
the hips firmly planted in place. 
Follow the exercises with a short 
rest and then repeat them about 
five times, resting between each 
set of movements. 

If you do not. feel relaxed by 
this time, hold a relaxed position, 
lying on your back and raise first 
one arm and then the other and 
let them drop lazily.

Igor Stravinsky Visits America forthe Second 
. Time, and Finds Himself No Longer a 
ae Museum Piece | 


Are niné years ago artist- 
ically-minded citizens in the 
major cities of the United States 
flocked to see Igor Stravinsky, 
Franco-Russian modern compos- 
er, who was paying his first visit 
to America, as if they were wit- 
nessing a freak such as even 
Barnum never presented.’ Now 
Stravinsky is here again, but this 
time he is being feted by an un- 
derstanding public, and no longer 
is his music puzzling to students. 
He is- familiar to Americans at 
last—no longer a legendary fig- 
ure. 

Stravinsky is in his fifties, but 
during his comparatively short 
span he connects up the nine- 
teenth century, composers like 
Rimsky - Korsakoff to the most 
“ultra” of the modernists. He was 
born in 1882 at Oranienbaum, 
Russia, 4 suburb‘of St. Peters- 
burg. Kis father was a celebrated 
basso at’ the Impérial ‘Theater, 
and on both: sides the families 
were fanded gentry. 

Igor, until seventeen, got poor 
marks in everything but music. 


nineteen he played his first com- 
position for Rimsky - Korsakoff, 
the leading Russian composer of 
the day. Rimsky told him to 
write more. Meanwhile, Igor was 
taking up law at the University 
of St. Petersburg. Law did not 
stick very well; and the family 
allowed him to study orchestra- 
tion with the master. 

When he was 27 Stravinsky 
wrote a small symphonic poem 
“Fireworks.” Diaghileff, who was 
planning a tremendous ballet or- 


ganivation, heard it, and knew - 


he had the man he was looking 
for. Along with Picasso, the art- 
ist, they formed the Diaghileff 
Ballet, which tqured the world 
for twenty years, part of the 
time with the famous Nijinsky. 
Out of the musi¢ composed for 
it by Stravinsky are such famous 
items as “The Firebird,” ‘Pe- 
trouchka,” “The Rites of Spring.” 
“The Marriage Ceremony.” 
Others of his works include “Re- 
nard,” “The Nightingale,” “Ocdi- 
pus Rex,” “The History of the 
Soldier,” ‘‘Persephone,” and the
